The libel action before Judge 
K. R. Macfee ot the Vic- 
toria District Court con- 
tinued this morning when 
Major H. F.  Staniey, 
Executive Director of the 
Hongkong Tourist Asso- 
ciation, continued answer- 
ing questions’ by the 
defence.

The plaintiffs claim that parts 
of a letter which Mrs Ctrutch 
had written to the Hongkong 
Standard on June 30 were libel-

Instead - of an — expected 
minimum of 50 degrees, the 
actual minimum — temperature 
recorded was 60.1 degrees, 
taken at 7 a.m.

ON: of the  -most 
meniorable mnval nce 
tions taken agninst the 
Chinese pirates inthe early 
days of Hongkong, writes 
Ola Colonial in his daily 
column “Old Hongkong” in. 
the S.C.M. Post, was the 
joint British-American at 
tack on Kuhlan in 1855. 


But an almost equally exciting 
attack took piace only five years 
earlier: "I take the following 
from the Friend of China and 
Hongkony Gazstte of March 6G, 
1850. relating to the destruction 
of n'n2 piratical Junks by HMS 
Medea: 


‘We hav> been favoured with 
an exectlent eyeswitrross 
account of the Medea's action. 
A smart and — well-executed 
«xpedition, the time occupied 
trem the first orter to get up 
steam until anchor was dropped 
in Hongkong bcing only 28 
hours, 


‘News had been received In 
Honpxong that 17 pieale jumice 
under the command of the 
notorious Chinese pirate Tsul- 
A-Poo, were lying in a bay 
nbout 50 miles from the 
Colony, 


‘In’ fact the pirate feet were 
in.a emall bay on the Islahd be 
Kato. It was evident we had 
bern sighted by our smoke, for. 
when we wounded the point, we 
found 12 of the pirate vessels 
sweeping in, while the other 
junk remained at anchor. 


‘On rounding the point, we 
were all ready for action, with 
tre bulwarks down and the men 
ot the guns, We immediately 
opened fire, when the pirates, 
without offering any resistance, 
began Jumping overboard, 

‘Wo continued fring, killing 
nbout 150 of the pirates. They 
were then driven to the shore 
of Kato, where they suffered 
furher = heavy loss. Five 
‘prisoness were in the 
action, 


‘Ot the junks, one was a 300- 
tonncr with 18 guns and. 120 
men. In all theve wore 13 Junks 
with a total of 120 guns and 900 
men, of whom 200 were killed. 
Tho rest escaped.’

London, Dec. 21. 
The 13,302-ton British motor
